The Boers Trust That the 
United States Will In- 
terfere. 



But British Opinion Does Not 
Contempiate Such a 
Result. 



Transvaal and tiie Orange Free 
State Must Become Imper- 
ial Crown Colonies. 



London, May 12.— The lioers seem to 
he ou the evo of playnib' their la.st curd, 
and iiccordiug to many keen ob.servers 
in Eugluud it is being f'ayed, not iu 
South Africa, but in the United States, 
through the medium of llic Boi?r dele- 
gates wlio sailed for New York from 
Itotlerdani last week. 

The bulk of Britijih opinion dues uot 
contenuilute Cor a nionieiit that Mr. 
Kiselier and his conipauiuns will achieve 
success, but it is only natural that seri- 
ous thought is now chielly devoted to 
prognosticating the date when the war 
iu the Transvaal will be ended. Most 
estinuites concur in agreeing that hostili- 
ties will have ceased by .1 uue, or until 
I'resident Kruger learns that the last 
country appealed to, the United States, 
will ull'uril no help, and tluit ho hn» uo 
alternative in the face of the over- 
wiielniing force now victoriously sweep- 
ing into his territory, but to sue for 
peace. Wluit Great liritaiu's answer to 
tluit re(iuest will he was unmistakably 
delined by ^Ir. Joseph Uhauiberlaiii, the 
secretary of state for the colonies, at 
Birmingham last evening, when he de- 
clared that the Boer republics must be- 
come a crown colony, whose initial stuge 
of organization should be controlled by 
a military administration. By agreeing 
lo these terms I'resident Kruger must 
give up all for wliich he has heeu fight- 
ing; but, on the other hand, uov.' that 
terms have been so emphatically enun- 
ciated, they must either be granted or 
England will stand defeated. 

The latter alternative does not enter 
Englaud'.s- category uf possibilities; her 
people are tirmly convinced that Lord 
Kobcrts will steadily advance, perhaps 
with delays and losses of dare-devil 
units, and maybe without inllicting a 
crushing defeat, only he shall occupy the 
Transvaal. His former progresa they 
believe will only be stopiK'd when Presi- 
dent Kruger, learning of the failure of 
Fischer's mission, asks for peace. Tiuit 
this will come sooner than previously 
expected is the trend of popular opinion 
to-day. A long siege ot J.'retoriu has 
become a remote contingency. 

Mr. Uhamberlain in the course of his 
Birmingham speech made u curiou.s in- 
usinuation. He had been struck, he said, 
by the I1o<k1 of literature poured out. not 
only in the United Kingdom, but iu the 
United States. 

".VII that printing," he said, "costs 
money; where does the money come 
from? Are there any capitalists on the 
side of the Boers? Are thoro any 
secret hoards we have not yet explored V' 

This spirit of counter-charge was evi- 
dent in every scuteuce of one of the luost 
vigorous speeches ever made by the 
colonial secretary.

WinE TO DAWSON. 

Progress Being Made on the Worli Be- 
tween Atlin and Quesnel. 

[■'rom Our Own Correspondent. 

A'ancouver, May ll!.— .T. B. Charleson 
who in constructing an all-Canadiau 
telegraph line to DavrBOB for the Do- 
minion goverumcut, stated . tOrdiiy that 
he had .inspected the lioe^as far as con- 
structed from Qiiesael, and he found the 
line constructed 00 miles beyond Ques- 
nel and 45 miles beyond 'Blackwater, 
the total distance of the line from Ash- 
croft now being 310 miles. There were 
5U men engaged on the Asbcroft end, 
besides packers. ■ Mr. Charleson said he 
was particularly pleased with the two 
lines strung across ■ the Fraser, three 
miles above Quesnel. The lines stretch 
1,200 feet from shore to shore, without 
supports, and he believes that this is the 
longest stretch of wire over a chasm iu 
British Columbia. 

The last report from the Atlin end was 
very encouraging. The 50 men engaged 
at that end had wircH up 75 miles from 
Atlin, and on May l{ (the date of the re- 
port) had spannetl the Nakoena river 
with two wires. The chasm here is 700 
feet high, and two heavy cables had to 
be strung to get supplies across. The 
report says tliat the Teslin trail will bo 
reached in 10 day.s. As Teslin i.s 30 
miles distant, there is no doubt that over 
100 miles of wire have been strung 
from Atlin by this time. Mr. Charleson 
says that after Teslin is passed very 
rapid progress will he made to Telegraph 
Creek, but the Aslicroft end will be com- 
pleted to Ilazelton before the men on 
the Atlin ond can reach there, though 
ho believes that the circuit will be com- 
pleted at Hazeltoii quite within the 
specilied time. There are about 840 
miles of country ypt to cover.

London, May 13.— (4 a. m.)— The situa- 
tion at the seat of war in Southy Africa 
is as satisfactory from the British point 
of view ns the most sanguine friend 
could have hoped. 

The occupation of Kroonslad practi- 
cally places the whole Orange Free State 
iu British possessloh. Itiis evident Xrom 
Lord Eoberts' deispatch that the disinte- 
gration has commenced. 

The Free Staters are scattering to 
their homes, while the Trnnsvaalers have 
gone northward, declining to fight longer 
in the Orange Free State. ■ What little 
resistance the former make stiil or are 
likely to make seems to be centreing at 
Lindlcy, whither President Steyn has 
transferred his government. 

It is evident that the'strategy ot Lord 
Roberts and the rapidity of his advance 
have bewildered and disheartened tlie 
Boers, as their resistance since the Brit- 
ish reached the Zand river has been 
slight. 

The only point where they seriously 
attempted to check the advance seems 
to have been on the British right when 
they defended two kopjes with some 
vigor, which eventually wore carried by. 
the East Lancashire and Susses regi- 
ments, the Boers finally retreating, leav- 
ing a group of gunners dead ou top of 
one of the heights. The only point in 
the Free State where the Boers seem iii 
any force, except at Lord Roberts' front, 
is at the southeast, whore Generals 
Bundle, Campbell and Brabant are 
liolding them iiA check west of Ficks- 
burg and Ladybrnnd, and are gradually 
pushing them back; 'as well as efToctually 
defeating all communications. 

There is no further newn regarding the 
advance of the relief column to Mafe- 
king, but it is possible that Lord Rob- 
erts' successes will result in forcing the 
Boers to raise the siege.

NOT THE UNITED STATES. 

Lord Salisbury's Speech on Hatred Did 
Not Refer to Them. 

I^ondoD. .May 12.— The Saturday Re- 
view referring t" Lord Salisbury's recent 
speech regarding hatred toward England 
and the necessity of arming the country 
atj especially applicable to the United 
States declares: "During the Cuban war 
there were a large number of people in 
this country who sympathized with Spain, 
but they kept their feelings greatly to 
tlicmselves. .Xot a discordant note was 
heard in our press and the British gov- 
ernment prevented a coinliina'tion of 
European powers that would have tlirown 
the Hiiited Stales government on its 
back.

cases. No coinproiuise has .vc't been 
reached, and Mr. Chamberlain will short- 
ly iiilroduee the subject of federation in 
the Ilou.^e of ('nmiiions, advocating that 
the bill be pai-sed as forwarded to .\iis- 
.tralia with exception of an anieiid- 

iiieiit grunting the i'riv.v Coiuieil the 
jiower meutioiii'd aliove. I'resuiiiably the 
(."ommoiis will fidlow the government's 
lead. 

Lord Salisbury's outsp(d;en opposition 
to radical temiieraiiee measures in the* 
House of Lords on Tuesday will probab- 
ly afford the basiii of one of the strongest 
plunks of the oppoeition platform at thu 
next election. It is a strange spectacle, 
indeed, to sec sedate Conservative pre- 
lates linked \%'ith the Radical peers in 
an ustntc- flanking movement against thv 
government. The Premier has spoken 
more frankly upon the temperance ques* 
tion than almost any leading man in'En-; 
glish politics. As At the Primrose Leaguw' 
meeting Lord Salisbury appeared td bo 
thinking aloud, with no regard for 'oon- 
seqtiences, and declared that he did not 
see the force of preventing a certain nuin. 
her of people gettin,"; drunk when it en- 
tailed prevention of six times as many 
sober <'onRuniers having the opportunity 
for free indulgence. This is a cam- 
paign headline that will not he easily 
forgotten; nor did the slim majority of 
three by which Lord. Salisbury, cnrrictl. 
the debate strengthen the position '^of tli«»' 
govt rnnient.

Seven Persona Killed in Occident on

t'hiladelphia, May 12.— Seven persona 
were killed in a difinstrous freight train 
wrpek which occurred early this morning 
in the tunnel of the Baltimore & Ohio 
• railway under 2i)th street, just outside of 
Fairmount park. I'Mre .followed the 
•wreck, and while extinguishing the_ flames 
more than a dozen firemen were, injured 
or overcome by smoke. TralBc is com 
pletely at a standstill, and the wreckage 
is a mass of llames. 

The man who wa.i responsible for the 
jicoident, b'rank .lanitell. surrendered 
himt^clf late this afternoon to Superin 
tendent C. O. Bent.

(.'. II. l)ickic. of Duncans, who, afti-r 
June 1>, will sign himself M.I'.P. for 
Cowichan district, paid a brief visit to 
\'ictoria yesterday. -Mr. Dickie brought 
with him a good piece of news— posc<ibly 
the best bit of news which it had been 
the pleasing duty of the Colonist to 
chronicle for many a day. 

Mr. Dickie is the largest Khaieholder 
in the Tyee mine, situated on Slouut 
Sicker; and yesterday ho received a 
cablegram from Clairnioiit Livingstone, 
who has lieen in Loiidou in llie iuteresl 
of the Tyee .Mining Company to the ef- 
fect thai" lie (.Mr. Liivingstoiit^j had suc- 
ceeded in interesting British capitali.-t; 
lo an extent, which will eu.siiri 
the imniediati! development of the prop 
ertv uii a comprehensive scure, and tliat 
the' sum of !S100,000 was now at the dis- 
posal of the company. 

This is good news for Victoria and 
Vancouver Island. One hundred thous- 
and dollars is the largest sum which has 
heretofore been forthcoming from one 
source for the development of any Island 
mining property; and the fact that I-oii- 
don investors displayed no hesitency in 
patting up the money is eloquent tetiti- 
nionv to the prevalence of the belief, 
which is speedily becoming uiiiv(!rsal, 
that tlic mineral resources of Vancouver 
Island arc in no sense surpassed by any 
other district in the province.

Now that tile rootl)all season of 1890- 
IIIUO hius cloecd I tlrinlc it would be most 
aiiijropriute to Uevote a few words to 
the boyis on the Senior Victoria team, 
who have once more brought the splendid 
Senior challenge cup to thiu city, and 
by so tlohig, have closed the most aue- 
co.s.sful season since the inauguration of 
the Senior League. I think it would be 
well therefore to review the iilay and 
impiovoniont of each player on tlie team. 

Betweea the sticks standis .Tones, u 
goal-keeper of no mean order. lie came 
here in IS'JS, and immediately nuide hini- 
sulf conspicuous Ijy bin wouderf\il stoi)s 
■when playing intermediate. He went 
Senior last year, and although the team 
did not succeed in lauding the cup, it 
was throngh no fault of his. This year 
ho eertiuuly upheld his reputation by 
only lettin},^ two goals g . past him dur- 
ing the entire league. 

In front of .Tonets stand -what is with- 
out doubt the linest full-eack conibiaa- 
tion in British Columbia football, in the 
person oi' H. A. Goward and B. Soh- 
wcngerci. These two players have been 
known to the Association football lov- 
ing public for some years past, but their 
meritorious work this year and their 
clean aniF strong kicking has placed them, 
as far as full-back play gocM in this 
province, in a class by themselves. In 
Uiiwe two men the team have the lightest 
And heaviest full-backs in the league, 
and their utterly unselfish play, combined 
with the splendid support they give each 
other ha.s .been one of the main reasons 
or the team's success this season. This 
wari specially noticeable. I am told at 
Nanaimo, where Guward's phenomenal 
kicking, and the line support affQrded him 
by Schwengcrs, brought forth continued 
support from the spectators. Goward 
■went .'senior in 1895 and Schwengers in 
1S97. 

The Victorias never had a better hulf- 
bacii line than they have this year, all 
three of them playing a finely aggressive 
yet defensive game. 

The centre-half, and popular captain, 
Waiter Lorimer, is without doubt the 
hackbono of the eleven, and his splendid 
support of the other two half-backs and 
of the forward;-,, is specially commend- 
able, while his nevcrrvaryiug, steady play 
has pulled the team through more than 
one hard-fought, game as victors. He 
played intermediate -until Inst year, when 
he waci elected captain of the seniors. 

The right and left-halves, Kutherford 
and .lohnson, are two ISnglish footbuUera, 
the former having played in one of the 
senior teams, and the latter being cue 
of the old Wanderers, Johnson's lone 
shots have been responsible for some bril- 
liant goals on more than one occasion 
this season, and the eaee -with -which he 
plays is a pleasure to see. Rutherford 
was a member of the Celtic team in the 
old coimtry, but was moved on to the 
LeiUi Atliletics, one of the strongest 
amateur combinations in England. Ue 
plays a steady all-round game, and sup- 
ports the right, -wing well, never doing 
any wild kicking. 

The Victoria forwards are the lightcBt 
pack that have played for the Senior cup 
since' the creation of the league, and they 
possess the necessary factor of a good 
forward line, viz.: speed. Livingstone, 
th(; inside left man, is one of the most 
tricky players one could wish to see. For 
hia weight his body-checking in marvel- 
ous, and 1 am told his game at .Nananac 
in the liual was superb. Previous to his 
playing here he was a member of the 
Seattle team. L. York, the outside left, 
is the most consistent goal-scorer on the 
team, and puts in Bome marvelous shots, 
lie centres the ball well, is very speedy, 
and his passing across to the other -wing, 
in the game at Naualmo, was very hiie. 
Xoot, the centre forward, is one of the 
hardest men on the Held, ami plays a 
very ])retty game. His shooting in hue, 
ami bin close cheeking of the oppo?mg 
backs and goalkeeper, has been respon- 
sible for a good many goals this season. 

lliiiiter, the inside right man, is an 
old Glasgow player. Ho is the heavutit 
of the forwards, has a good turn of speed. 
Mild hay been reriponsible for two goals 
in this year's league. 

.Sbandley, the little outside right, is as 
clever a playt.'r as one <.iiuld wish to see. 
Until tliic, year he, like Noot and York, 
played on the Intermediate team, but his 
play with them soon bruuiiht him to the 
front, and ;;ave him a place with the cnp 
winners. Ue possessos the two most ne- 
cessarv poiuts.in a.sood. wing-mau hav- 
ing .-^jjeod and centreiriig the hall well mio 
the goal. 

The team on the -ivholc is exceedingly 
well balanced, and if they stick together, 
will be yoiirs before the cup leaves 
,Ati city.

THE WAIl. 

The abandonment ot Krooustaii by the 
Boers without even nominal resistaucc 
was a surprise. It has been understood 
for some time that preparutions had been 
made for a vigorous defence at this 
point, and while the position is not one 
of great strougtii, it was very well adapt- 
ed to a prolonged resistance. Hut the 
morale of the enemy's force has naturally 
been very badly shaken by recent events. 
.When once an iri-egular force begins to 
retreat it is hard to got it to rally tor an 
effective resistance. 

Krooustad is 1U2 miles from I'retoria 
am! S2 luilea from Hloomfontcin. It is 
8-1 miles from the crossing of the Vaal 
river. Koberts has therefore covered a 
little oA-er one-third of the distance from 
the capital of the Free State to that of 
the Transvaal. 

Liudley, the town to which I'resideut 
Steyn has removed his political head- 
quarters, is due cast of Krooustad and 
about 45 miles distant. It has no rail- 
way connection. The probability is that 
Roberts will drive him out of this refuge 
prior ti> a proclamation aiim.'.King the 
Free State, which Iloberls may be e.\- 
'pectcd to issue as soon as be reaches 
the Vaal river, if not sooner. 

Some light is cast upon the attempt 
that is being made ou the part of the 
Boor iLirco to liolii a position in the 
Ijadyljrand district, by a despatch to the 
Loudon Times not reproduced here. It 
■was to the effect that Steyn ordered the 
Boer forces around Ladybrand to hold 
the country at all costs, as it is the great 
yrain lield from which supplies are 
drawn. Yesterday's uews indicates that 
the attempt to hold this district will be 
abandoned by the enemy, who was being 
pu.shed hack by Grtintell, Brabant and 
Campbell. 

The story of the ddvance to Kroou- 
stad is very simple. The enemy made no 
attempt to dispute the crossing ot the 
Bloem, but would have defended the 
.Vaalsch, if French hud not seized the 
crossing with his cavalry on Friday 
evening. This altered the whole situa 
tion, and Koberts had only to advance 
the rest of his forces at his leisure. He 
was 14 miles out ot Kroonstad on Friday 
night, but early the next morning was 
on the move and at 1:30 yesterday had 
crossed the Vnnlach and entered Kroon 
stad. 

Lord Roberts' statement that the 
Transvaalers have refused to tight any 
longer on Free State soil is well 
founded, and wo repeat the opinion ox- 
pressed a few days ago that few of the 
Free Staters will cross the Vaal. Al- 
ready m.-iny of them have gone to their 
homes. 

While it will be possible to make a 
very sorious resistance at the Vaal and 
a still more determined one iu the hilly 
couiitiy ai-uiinil .lohannesbiirK and Pre- 
toria, we are not without a strong hope 
that the admirable tactics pursued by 
Lord Roberts will lead to the capture of 
those pliicos without serious loss. The 
enemy is losing heart, and will hardly 
be deceived much longer by the vain 
assurances of the two presidents.

to separate liquor licenses from all 
otbcrs,'as well' as mtike some chases, in 
regard' to the former, and for this 'pur- 
pose l)rought down and passed two bills. 
One of theiu is Chapter If'J of the acts of 
ISDO above referred to, and the other is 
Chapter -lO, the short title being the 
"Licenses Act. 1809." Chapter 39 
deals only with liquor licenses, and Chap- 
ter -10 provides tor all other licenses. A 
new set of regulations having thus been 
proviiled, it t«"canie necessary to get rid 
01 Chapter 122 '>f the Revised Statutes, 
and 80 n section vras added to Chapter 
40 repealing Chapter 122. We do not 
know that any adverse criticism can be 
made upon this method of dealing with 
the (luestion. If it had not been for 
Section 15(5 of Chapter 30, no trouble 
woidd have arisen. This section is ns 
follows: 

" No license under this act shall be 
issued or transferred to any person of 
the Indian, Chinese ..r .lapanese race." 

This section is said to be not in ae 
( urdauee with Imperial policy, and as 
the legislature did not at the late sessioi 
alter the act by dropping this section 
from it. the whole act has been dis- 
ullowe.l. Rut Chaiiter 40, whicli 
pealed the old law, stuuds, and therefore 
there is now no law on the subject. It 
luay be suggested thot Chapter 122 of 
the Revised Statutes having been re- 
pealed, any fornu-r act on the same 
subject is revived; but this is not the 
case. As a general proposition in the 
construction of statutes, the repeal of an 
act does not revive acts repealed by lu.il 
act, and the point is also covered by a 
section in our Interpretation Act. 

While wo do not hud any fault with 
the Send in government for the plan ot 
.action on this subject followed in 1899, 
we certainly think the Martin govern- 
ment open to serious criticism in at- 
tempting to enforce a disaUowcd act, as 
is now being done. This cannot possibly 

be defended. 

ABOUT SINGING. 

The amateur concert season is very 
nearly over, and possibly our city vocal- 
ists would tak«! in good part a few sug- 
gestions, which are of general applica- 
tion. One of them is as to the danger 
of putting too much strain on the voice. 
There arc several young singers who are 
very m ar the danger point in this. The 
temptation to produce a voUiiue of 
sound is often inori' than an aiuatenr 
can resist, and when this can only be 
done at the cost of a great effort, the 
singer should be content to forego the 
gratification which comes froiu applause, 
and decline to make the effort. Singing 
is not merely an ai'coniplishmont, which 
enables young people to afford pleasure. 
The triumphs o£ the amateur concert 
stage are nothing compared to the health- 
giving and happiness-producing fruits 
that may be gathered from the voice 
through a lifetime, when care is taken 
not to put too great a strain upon it at 
lirst. 

The other point is as to elocution in 
singing. Mnny people with good voices 
are utterly lacking in elocution. A 
singer ought to study the words 
faithfully as the notes. It is said of one 
of the most successful vaudeville per- 
formers in the world that she cannot 
really sing, but talks her songs. On the 
other hand, take the greatest of modern 
tenors, Campniiini; with inagniticent 
and flexihli! voice he combined the elocu- 
tion of a Demosthenes. Of Jennie Lind, 
P. T. Barnum said to the writer of this 
article: "I have heard greater voices, 
but never a greater aingor. She spoke 
directly to the heart." The object of 
the singer ought to be twofold— to bring 
out the beauty of the melody and to ex- 
press the sentiment of the words. Prob 
ably more pleanure is given to hearers 
by the latter thon by the other, but no 
doubt the singer takes more satisfaction 
out of the former. 



ANCIKNT I'OLITICS. 

One of the oldest political records ex- 
tant is that found hi the Book ot Ks- 
ther. There is some doubt as to the date 
of thit; narrative, the difvlculty being to 
satisfactorily identity King Ahnsuenis 
with any peivoii whose erii is at all ac- 
curately determined. The best authori 
ties regard him us identical with Xerxea 
who reigned in Persia from 485 to 4<;!> 
H.C., or less than tweiity-l'our centiiri 
ago. Till' Norman Contiuest takes i 
back more than n third of the time to 
the reign of this monarch. In the Book 
of Esther we have a stury "f intense 
dramatic interest, but it is not in any 
sense a history nf tlie reigu of Aha.suerus, 
It gives us a striking insight into tlie .ifi 
of the period, and it may be instruclivi 
to mention a few nmtters in this con 
nection. We are told that Ahnsucrus 
•■ reigned from Indian even unto 
Ktliopia over a Inaulred 
twouty-sevon provinces." It is this 
which is chiefly relied upon 
identifying the Aliasiiorus of Esther 
with Xerxet;.' I'or it is liiiown that tho 
latter sulHlued Egypt in B.C. 484. His 
(loniinion iiicluilcd ]>robalily what arc now- 
known as Afghanistan, Reluchistan, Per- 
sia, Syria. Egypt and parts of Aaiii Minor 
and Arabia. Whether or not ht^ ruled 
also over portions of what Is now Ttir- 
kestaii can only be conjectured. Th 
scene of Ksther's story was perhaps 
Babylon, but tliits is somewhat tmcH;rtuin 
The name of the .king's palace was Shu- 
slian, but the writer of tho book gives 
un suggestion as to the city in which it 
was situated. Pnssildy it was in a pal- 
ace npnit from any city. AVe know that 
Babylon itself was not ver.v loyal to 
Xer.xcs, who in fact was delayed ill hifi 
expedition agijiast Grcpco by: a roholliou

thought that this feast was really a 
council called for tho purposes of dis- 
cussing the expedition. It was a woudor- 
f 111 affair. The one hundred and twenty- 
seven princes and all their retinue and 
the whole civil service of the Persian 
empire were preeent, and they were en- 
tertained by the "king for one hundred 
and eighty days. The festiviticfi closed 
witli a seven days' festival to every one, 
both small and great, giving iu the palace 
gardens. The banquet was som-ithiug ex- 
traordinary. Wine flowed in aboundanco, 
being served to tho thousands of guests 
in vessels of gold, each difforout from 
tlie others. Thia vast display of wealth 
was rendered possible In part by the fact 
that not long before Persia had over 
thrown Croesus, whose enormous wealth 
had furnished a name for the possessors 
of vast stores of precious tuetaia ever 
since. 

For tho story of how Vashti, tho tpicen, 
declined to be present at the festivities, 
and how Ksther came to be chosen queen 
in her steaii anil of the deep political 
[dot and couiiterplor with which tl 
namoM of Hainan and .Mordecai are iis- 
sociati'd, reference must be made to tli 
Hook of Esther itwdf. When yoti liav 
riMil it you will lie apt to '-onclude tliat 
our modi'ni noliliew are very tame ill com- 
parison with what engaged tlie minds of 
the ancient Persian public men. 

The object in referring to this inter- 
esting epoch is to direct attention to the 
marvellous change that has cDiiir ovrr 
the portion ot the win-ld which was the 
theatre of the events monlioiied. Until 
we appre(<iiite full.v the niagniliceiice of 
the empires, the highly developeil social 
ciuiditions, tho treiiieiidmis civil ami mili- 
tary power exercised by the kings of 
those times, we are hardly alili.' to com- 
prehend the (Story of the progress of 
Christian dvilizution. The ancient en>- 
pire of Persia could put millions of arm- 
ed men in tho field, Xerxes led a mil- 
lion scddiers to the Hellespont in B.C. 
4SU. lie had a deet of 1,200 lighting 
sbip.s and 3,000, transports awaiting him 
in the Aegean Sea. Forty-six nations 
were reprosonted in his army. There 
never was anything like this before and 
there has never been anything like it 
since. Xerxes had five times as many 
soldiers under him, as Lord Roberts has 
in South Africa, and an enormously 
greater naval force than Croat Britain 
has altogether, and yet thiM vast army 
and licet was got ready ill about two 
years' time, although both Egypt and 
Babylon were in a state of rebelllan and 
had to be held down by large armies. 
Yet all tlii-s greatness vanished within n 
comparatively short time. Tlio civUiza- 
tioii which it represented has utterly per- 
ished. Perhapa tho most amazing fact 
in couiiectloii with it is that it was tho 
fifth in ii seriet; of high civilizations 
which had tho arena of their highest de- 
velopment in that part of the world. The 
acme of I'ersian power, be it reniomber- 
Pil, was four hundred and eighty j-ears 
before the Fotmder of Christianity was 
born. The descendants of the kings, 
Ii.'inces, nobles, statpsmcn, warriors, peas- 
ants and slaves of those days are doubt- 
less still to bo found in western Asia, 
but they are unrecognizable. They have 
been absorbed by more virile racea, and 
liave never regained anything approach- 
ing to their former grandeur. The early 
.Mohamm'Hlan caliphs thought at one time 
that they would restore the imperial 
greatnesB of these ancient sovereigns, 
and their dominion was even wider. But 
nothing availed to check tho march of 
the religion and civilization founded by 
that great Son of the race from which 
Esther sprang, who was born iu Bethe- 
hem nearly five centuries after Xerxes 
mot his fate at tho hands of the assassin.

THOUSANDS OFF FOR NOME. 

Thirty Vessels in All Kngaged, and 
Accommodation Still in Demand. 

•Vccording to a Schctlo steamboat man 
who is actively engaged in catering to 
tlie Nome rush trade, there have been 
ten thousand applicants in Seattle for 
transportation to the new gold fields at 
the Yukon mouth, while perhaps an 
euiial number will sail from Sau Fsan- 
cisco, ami there will be many nndoubt- 
eilly who will go down the river via 
Skngwny. Among the latest additions 
to the San Francisco Nome fleet are the 
steamers Czarina' and Charles Nelson, 
just arrived from Honolulu; the South 
Portland, the Cleveland, and the Alaska. 
Perhaps the smallest craft that will at- 
tempt the long voyage through the break- 
ing ice lay at anchorage in James Bay 
yesterday, and will get awoy this morn- 
ing on her hazardous trip. This is the 
little steam launch Tusslcr, built at the 
Moran Iron Works, Seattle, for service 
in connection with F. M. Yorke's Cape 
Nome lighterage business. She started 
out from the Sound on Thursday, but 
something went wrong with her feed 
pipe, and she ran in here to make good. 
The Tussler's bunkers will carry but ten 
tons of coal, and it wil! therefore be 
necessary for her to replenish her steam 
fuel at both Sitka and Ouualaska.

City of Seattle Goes North— The Rithet

Steamer Willapa is sailing to-morrow 
for the West Coast.

The coal ship lUuuldliii Castle, which 
begins cliscbarging cargo at Esiiuimalt 
to-morrow, is chartered to load wheat at 
Tacoiun for Balfour, Guthrie & Co. She 
wil! proceed to the Sound immediately 
after discharging. * 

Victoria is again tlie port which occu- 
pies the attention oi the ship-charterer, 
for two of the few disengaged vessels 
now on the Coast are here. These are 
the coal ship .Sliilrdon. which arrived a 
few days ago from Cardiff, and the hark 
Onaway, which arrived two days liefore 
from Honolulu.

The following incidents of the two 
days following the battle of Paatdeberg 
are given by Mr. Frederick Hamilton, 
special correspondent of the Toronto 
Globe: 

A number of our raeu during the morn- 
ing of February 10 managed to explore 
the Bi>er position, and they got two or 
three Boer prisoners. One man, Pte 
Hornibrook, of C Company, captured a 
man who was described as Oronje's ad- 
jutant, a term which we were ut a loss 
to interinet into our military terminol- 
ogy. The circumstances appear to have 
been amusing enough. The Boer had a 
Mauser rltle and no less than 500 rounds 
of ammunition; Hornibrook was un- 
armed. The two met face to face uii 
e.-,pccted. Hornibrook grasped the situ 
alion tirst, shouted loud directions to an 
imaginary party in rear, clapped his hand 
to a wholly unarmed right hip and ol 
served lo the Boer that " 1 guess you'r 
mine." " 1 do not light with tiv 
hundred," gutterally "'-i'' scnteiitiously 
said tilt; Boer, and he forthwith surreii 
dered. When he ' grasped the circiini- 
staiicos in their full enormity he wa.' 
exceedingly sad. 

• « • 

Ou Tuesday, February 20, the regi 
uienfs role Was to hold the enemy in 
check upon the wide, plain I have men 
tioned, north of the ridge. Some idcii 
was entertained that the Boers misnt be 
slipping awuy, and a rather vaguely 
worded suggestion came that an effort 
might be made to see if the trenches of 
the laager were stht held. The regi- 
ment tried to see if these trenches were 
still held— and discovered that they 
were. 

The companies moved out early in the 
morning. -Vt first the right half bat- 
talion foimed the first lino, and the left 
half supported. About 10 a. ui. a change 
was effected, the two wings exchanging 
places. Then E, G and II Companies, 
in one long line, formed the first line, 
with A, B and D in the second or sup 
porting line, and C and F in reserve. 
E.xtension has always been the fcJana- 
diaiis' strong point, and the advance was 
made in correct enough form. But it 
was pushed in close to the enemy. The 
role of infantry during this siege seemed 
generally to be to remain in observation 
while the artillery pounded the laager. 
For all the good done our men might 
have stayed a thousand yards out in the 
open and watched the Boers, who had 
troubles enough of their own that day, 
without meddling gratuitously with us. 
Instead of this waiting game beiut 
played, the advance was sent steadily in 
until our men were some oOO yards from 
the enemy's trenches. Naturally the 
B(jcrs opened fire. At first they used 
rille lire alone, uial for some time they 
sniped carefully. Our people replied 
with a certain amount of ritle lire, this 
time, as always, being somewhat rc 
strained by the fact of the Boers' iuvis 
iliility ill their deep-sunk trenches. T:;en 
about 11 a. in., after some hours of thi 
inconclusive work, the order was given 
to bring the cooking pots, the supply 
wagon and carts into the plain, in rear 
of the supports, to cook the men's din 
ners. 

• • • 

This is a digression. The supply WOg- 
ou liad arrived; it was now ordered, with 
the coolit-, into the open. The meat was 
thrown off and distributed.. Eight little 
fires were started; eight parties Of then 
were grouped about them. The supply 
\vat'yu was by; two Scotch carts loaded 
with ammvinitiou were not far off. 

And then— the pom-pom. Most of my 
readers are tolerably familiar with a 
Maxim gun. Imagine a Maxim gun 
v.hich fires, not rille bullet, but shells 
weighing a pound each; can you think of 
aiQ-thing much more disquieting'.' 
Twelve shots at a time, I believe, this 
gun can fire. The A'ickers-Maxim auto- 
matic gun is its oUlcial name. Its rapid 
knocking "Poni-pom-your' reports it 
series has given it its colloquial designa 
tion. An English-made weapon, it has 
first been used against British armies. 

The IJoers had waited patiently, get 
ting the range. They had fired Mauser 
and Martini steadily, had hit one or two 
of our men behind the firing line; none in 
the firing line itself, tor it was covered 
by a Hweil of ground. N'ow they turned 
their pom-pom on u.-^:. 'S"he effect was 
electrical. "Poiii-poiii-poui" rrom thi 
trenches; a second or two; a shrill evil 
wailing whistle then "bang, bang, bang,' 
over men's heads. A Uight of the vil 
laiiious little shells Hew over the cook'i 
line. The range win, exact; the shell: 
burst all about the pots and' cooking wa: 
over for the afternoon.. The Colonel had 
a little Ktaff and Sergt. Carruthers, si 
n.'illiiig with hiin behind an anthill cov- 
er. The Boers bad long marked ii, and 
now sent a shrieking shower of tli 
shellf. at the place. The wagon was fired 
at furiinisly, but most fortuuately was 
not hit. A mob of transport aniiiials 
were making for the kopje; three or our 
shells quickened them. A party of men, 
much scattered, were making for the 
shelter of the ridge. They must hav 
been nearly three milcti away. To show 
their range, 1 suppose, tlie Boer gunners 
sent eight or nine shells to hurry them. 
'J'he Gordons' .water-cart 'was chased for 
liiindrcds of yards. The Maxima for 
innately had been quiet. The pom-pom 
strove desperately to find them and plant- 
ed shells all around, while the detachment 
lay scattered and very quiet twenty-five 
yards -itway from the khiiki-colored gunn 
Ihe foe' could .'not quite make out. The 
regiment was as much perturbed as it 
well could be over thi.s development. It 
could make no reply to .such a weapon, 
and did not like tin- situation. D !;i 
pan.v was brought up into the firing line 
and C into the sujiports, but this did little 
good. A group of officers, Capt. B.-irker 
and Lieuts. Wilkie and Caldwell, were 
spotted behind an ant-hill and had a 
shell neatl.v e.\pl(Hlcd over their heads. 
Lieut. t;ai(i\M;l! bad a Mauser buLet 
pierce quite through his ant-hill and fall 
liarmlres into his lap. Such experitinces 
were too iniiiieroils to he all chronicled. 

IIcll) w;i« coming. Tlie bombardnieiit 
of tln' laager was decided uiKiii, and the 
heavier porliou of the naval detaclinient 
— three 1.7 guns and one long twclve- 
pniuider — were on thoir wa.v. The big 
guns were got over the difllciilt drift 
with marvelous skill and speed. About 
3.30 p.m. we began to see them coming,,

A Boer youth tnlblng with n captured cor- 
respondent of the I<ondon Dally News, pave 
the following story of a firfht with Ans- 
trullans: 

We had ambushed a lot of the British 

troops— the Worcosters, I think they called 
tliein. They could neither advance nor re- 
tire: we had penned them In like sheep, 
and our Held cornet. Van Laydeu, was be- 
seeching tlieni to throw down the'r rlllcs to 
save being slaughtered, for they had no 
chance, .lust then we saw about a hundred 
Auslrallnns come bounding over thi- roeks 
In the f;\illy liehlud us. There were two 
Kl'eal Mk nn'n In front cheering tliem on 
We Inrni'il and kuvc them a volley, hut It 
did lint stop tlu'iii. They rushed over ev'ery 
thing, tiring as they came, not wildly, but 
as men who knew the use ot a rlUe, with 
the quick, sharp, upward Jerk to the 
shoulder, the nipld sight, and then the 
shot. 

They knocked over a lot of our men, hut 
ive had a s[)leiull<l position. They had to 
expose themselves to got to UB, and we shot 
them as they came ut us. They were rush 
Ing to the rescue of the liiDgiisb. It was 
siileiiilkl, but It was madness'.. On. they 
came, and we lay behind the bouldcra, and 
our rifles snapped and snapped agald' at 
pinti-.l range, but we did uot stop those 
wild men until they charged right into a 
little basin, which was fringed around all 
Its edges by rocks covered with liushca. Our 
men lay there as thick ns locusts, and the 
Austnillans were fairly trapped. They 
were far worse oil than the Worccsters up 
high ill that ravine. 

Our Oeld cDriiet gave the ortler to eeaso 
firing, and called on them to throw down 
tlielr rUles or die. Then one of the bin 
ofllees— a great, roiigh-looklug mnn, v.ltli 
a voice like a bull— roared out, "forward, 
Australia }— 11(1 surrender." Those were the 
last words he uttered, for a man on my 
right put a bullet clean between his eyes 
anil lu' fell forward dead. We found later 
that his name was Major I.'ddy, of tlii> Vic- 
toria IMlles. He was as brave as a Hon, but 
a :\Iaaser bulli't stops the hravi^st. Ills men 
dasheil at the rocks like widves. It was 
awful to see Iheai; llu-y .-.■.i.ish.tl at our 
heiid:i with clubbed rllles or thnmt their 
rllles up against us through the rockes and 
Ilred. One after another their leaders fell.

Zionite Leader Greeted With His- 
ses, Groans and Jeers In 
Piiiladelphla. 

He Answers With Abusive Lan- 
guage But Loses His 
Nerve. 



Dr. Dowie, head of the Zionites, had 
a decidedly interesting time with the 
people of I'hiladelphia on April -JX), when 
lie delivered addresses in the Grand 
Opem- House there. The North Ameri- 
can of Philadelphia has the following re- 
port of the scene; 

"Dr." .John Alexander Dowie, "divine 



Zion," has come out of the West to in- 
yade Philadelphia. He delivered three 
addresses yesterday in the Grand Opera 
House and announced his intention of 
buiUliug a great tabernacle in the cen- 
tral part of the city. 
, The "Doetop'' was greeted by large au- 
diences at the three meetings, morning, 
afternoon and evc-'ing, and, although he 
was hooted and hissed at nil of them, 
there was no serious disturbance. After 
the morning meeting he denniiided police 
protection, and Lieutenant Lyons and a 
large squad of policemen were present 
during the afternoon and evening. Thia 
aged man of indomitable courage, who 
hits faced scores of howling mobs threat- 
(uiiug to kill him in Chicago, lost his 
nerve for a moment yesterday afternoon, 
and with blanched face took two steps 
toward the wings of the stage. But ho 
recovered quickly, and, shaking his tist 
at the hundred or more exciteil and in- 
dignant men who were on their feet, 
shouted: "Get out! Get out quickly, or 
I will send yotl out by the ombulance- 
ful!" 

The Grand Opera House was filled 
yesterday afternoon, when the "General 
Overseer" walked briskly to the desk. 
He wore evening dress, partly conceahHl 
by a flowing black robe. After u prayer 
he told the audience that at the morning 
meeting some people had hissed him. 

"Th(! only creatures who hiss," he 
said, "are geese and snakes. If there 
are any of these creatures here this af- 
ternoon, I warn them that I am prepared 
to take care of them. I am sorry there 
are such creatures in Philadelphia walk- 
ing on two legs." 

The "Doctor" gave a brief description 
of "Zion," the embryo city of the Dow- 
ieiles, on the shore of Lake Michigan, 
opposite Chicago, and said that subscrip- 
tions to the stock of the Zion Land and 
Investment Company could be made at 
the close of the meeting, in spite of his 
recent denun<'ialion of "eye crutches," 
the overseer adjusted a pair of glasses 
on his nose befon: proceeding with his 
"sermon." This came after the call for 
"tithes and offerings."

Fully 200 men and women jumped to 
their feet and it was then that Dowie 
lost his iron nerye for a moment and 
looked frightened.

A crowd left the house and at the 
conclusion of his address half of the 
seiits' wore vacant. Almost the same 
setries took- place in the morning and 
cveiiing,' but the police were uot ctillcd 
on to interfere. 

"Dr." Dowie, who proposes establish- 
ing a tabernacle in this cityj appeared 
in Chicago and opened a "divine heal- 
ing" establishment. Patients flocked to 
him and within six months he hod sis or 
eight houses crowded with cripples and 
incurable patients of all descriptions. 
His terms were $25 a week and a "tithe" 
of the patient's income or possessions. 
Ills "Zion" was denounced by the health 
authorities and . he was arrested, scores 
of times, biit'bis institntionicontlnned to 
flourish. His central "Zion" in Ohlcngo 
is an immense building for which he 
pays ?25,000 a year. His annual rent 
bills in Chicago alone are said to amount 
to a quarter of a million. Last Christ- 
mas he displayed $1,000,000 in bank 
notes on the stage of his Chicago taher- 
naelo, which was intended to purchase 
a site for the city of "Zion." He con- 
ducts a bank, a publication establish- 
ment and many other institutions and 
his wealth is said to amount to millions.

(lid his best, after the dangers were 
pointed out, to have the site changeii.

The undi r'^igned referring to his report 
of 14th .November, 1890, approved by 
Your Excellency on the 14tli December, 
ISOO, njioii the statntes of the legislative 
aiisemhly ot the province of Brititih Co- 
lumbia, passed in the year 1800, has the 
honor to state that in the said report he 
called attention to the following statute 
as affecling Japanese or their rights to 
einplovnieui in British Columbia, viz.: 

Chapter 30— "-Vu A«t respecting 
Liatior Lic<'nses." 

Chapter 44— "An Act to grant a sub- 
sidy to a railway from Midway to Pen- 
ticton." 

Chapter 40— ".-Vn Act to amend the 
Coal Mines Uegulation Act." 

Chapter 7S— "An Act to incorporate the 
.Vtlin Short Line Hallway and Naviga- 
tion Company." 

Chapter GO— "An Act to incorporate the 
.Viliii Sruithern llailwny Company." 

Chapter SI— "An Act to incorporate the 
Big Bend Transportation Company, Lim- 
ited." 

Gb:i.pter 83— "An Act lo incorporate tho 
Kamloopss and Atlln Itaihvay Company." 

Chapter 83— "An Act to amend the Kit- 
imal Ilailway .-Vet, 1808." 

Chapter 85 — "An .-\.ct to anieiid the 
Kooteiiay and Northwest Itnilway Com- 
pany's Act, 1S9S." 

Chapter SO- "An Act to amend the

The undersigned, for reasons stated or 
referred to in the said report, considered 
it undesirable that the provisions affect- 
ing Japanese contained in these acts 
should remain in operation, and has 
recomnu'-nded that the British Cohimbin. 
goverumciit iJioutd be asked to c>ou.sider 
and state whetner those cliuises would 
be repealed within the time limited for 
disallowiuicoB. 

A copy of this report, as approved, was 
duly transmitted to tho Lieutenant- Gov- 
ernor of British Ccduinbia, but no assur- 
ance has .been received that any amend- 
ment will bo mndi" to any ot the.se stat- 
utes. The legislature has also been dis- 
solved, and us the time for disallowance 
will cJkpire within a few day.s, it becomes 
necejjsary for Your Excellency to take 
further action unless these euactnientH 
aro to remain. 

As In the case of the legislation of 
British Columbia for the year 1898 wliich 
was found objectionable upon the same 
ground, there are two clauses of statutes 
now in question — 

Chapter 39 — "An .\ct RespcctinK 
Liyuor Licenses;" 

, Chapter 44— "An Act to Gnuit a sub- 
sidy for a Railway Front Midway to 
Penticton;" and 

Chapter 4G— "An Act to .'\.mend the 
Coal Mines Regulatioc Act" — 
are acts of more or less general operation 
not dealing specially with private inter 
ests, and may be disallowed without in 
convenience. The other statutes above 
mentioned, however, are nets of incor- 
poration of private companies, or acts 
in ninendmont of such incorporating acts. 
The section affecting Japanese has 
apparently been introduced into these 
acts not at the instance of the com- 
panies, but in pursuance of the policy of 
the provincial government, and in these 
cireunistauces the undersigned considers 
it would be unjust and perhaps produc- 
tive of great hardship if the charters of 
thoRO companies or the nets upon which 
their powers depend were disallowed. 
The reasons which on a previous occa- 
sion operated to save tlie private acts 
from disallowance may similarly again 
avail. The undersigned reaches this 
conclusion tho more readily because he 
is of opinion that the provisions in ques- 
tion are ultra vires of die provindisfl legis- 
lature as affecting aliens. 

Inasmuch, however, as corLtin Btntutes 
of British Columbia were disallowed in 
1899 on account of provisions attempting 
to -render illegal the employment of 
.Tapanese, anil us certain other stiitut<'s 
will, if this report be approved, soon be 
disallowed for the same reason, (he 
undersigned coiisidi'ij that by the time 
of another session of tlu' legislature it 
will bp safe to bold that the views ot 
Her ^tajesty'p government and of this 
government witli regard to anti-.Taimn- 
ese legislation are not generally amf 
sufflcien*Jy und'-rstood in British Coliim- 
1)ia, and, therefoiv, it may well be con- 
sidered, in case of this objectionable sec- 
tion uppeafing in future acts of incor- 
poration or acts affecting privntf,' com- 
panies, that these companies acts ought 
not to li.'ive exceptional enactment. 

The apiilicants may be held to have 
obtained the 'legislaticm at then- ommi 
risk, and persons dealing with corpora- 
tions incorponited by charters atlempt- 
ing to impose disabilities upon aliens, 
may also be held to have acted with 
notice of the views eiitertaincil by Your 
Excellency's government, and of the ac- 
tion which wou'd probably be taken 
-with respect to .v.v.-a measiires. 

For these reasons and the reasons 
stated in previous correspondence artfi re- 
ports, the undersigne<l reconiniondR the 
disnllovrnnee of the said Chapters 39, 4-1 
and 40, and that the other chapters 
above mentioned be left to their opera- 
tion. 

The -undersigned in the same report .re- 
ferred to Chapter .^lO, "An Act to Ameml 
the Placer Mining Act." 

Tlint net has also been the subject of a 
.speci.'d report of the undi'rsigned, dated 
T2tli February, lOltO. approved by Your 
>;xcellency on (be 10th February. 

By the last menlioned report the under- 
signed set out the n'lisoiis on account of 
which he considered tliat the statute 
was ultra vires and ought to be dis- 
alli>wed. This report, in pursuance of 
the reconiniendation of the undersigned, 
has been roiniinitiicated to the provincial 
autliorilles, and there bns just been re- 
ferred to tlH> undersigniid a despatch of 
the I/ieu(enant-< ■overnor of I'.riti.-jli Col- 
umbia, dated 7lli instant, tnitisniitting 
fi)|).v of an apjiroved minute of the exe.Mi- 
tire council of the province, dated Olh 
instunt. adopting t'le report of the pro- 
viiiciiil att(H-ney-g<'nerHl upon the com- 
munication of Your Excellenc.v'R govern- 
ment. Tiie attorney-general states in 
his report that he differs from the view

the legislature to pass tlie statute in 
question, bo(li so far as aliens are con- 
ceroml -and as to 'ucorporated com- 
panies. He states, however, that at the 
recent session of the legislative assembly 
it was practically tlie unanimous opin- 
ion of the ini-miiers tliat it was advisable 
to repeal the Placer Mining Amendment 
Act, 1809, that the present governinetit 
of the province has announced as part 
of its policy an intention to introduce o 
measure to repeal the suid statute, and 
that it is altogether probable that the 
statute will be repealed, no matter who 
may constitute the government when tho 
next session of tho legislative assembly 
takes place. Tho .Attorney-General 
suggests, however, the expediency ot 
allowing the statute to remain in force 
to afford an opportunity for a legal ques- 
tion to be submitted to the court, and he 
concludes by stating that it is impos-slble 
for the government to give any assur- 
ance that tho act will be repealed in time 
to obviate the necessity of tho question 
of disallowance being decided by the 
Dominion government. 

.\s the act is, in the opinion of the 
undersigned, clearly in excess of provin- 
cial authority and ought not to remain 
in operation, and as the reply of the 
government of British Columbia cannot 
be regarded as a satisfactory assurance 
that the act -will be repealed, the under- 
signed considers that, fiu- the reasons 
stated above and in his previous report, 
the said Chapter 50 ought to be dis- 
allowed, and he recommends accord- 
ingly. 

Tb.e undersi'gned furllier recommends 
that a copy of this report, if approvcii.
